SABBATH DESECRATION. 

To the Edittyr of Ike. GiioMWKr.i, Aiuius. 

Sir, — I am .aware th.at there exists a variety 
of opinion on lyhat is called the Sairhath (Ques- 
tion, bnt 1 lieliovc wc all .agree that one day in 
seven is nocosaarv as a day i f rc-it. Whatever 
may he tho c iii.lition of the working men in the 
fatherland, one hixin they do enjoy —a cossation 
from labour every .seven Ih day: though there 
are exceptions, such is the rule. An.l wc know 
that in conntrie.s where this rule does not ohrniii 
the wtrkman roecivms no more propirtionatuly 
for Ilia seven days’ labor than tliu British work- 
uiaii does for six. If this is the ease, it heliovcs 
ns to jaalmisly guard the privilege li.andcd down 
to us from our forofathora, and hold it as .a 
sacred tniat for the generations to follow, And 
this should he more eapcei.ally tho case in new 
eoniitries, whore as cohmists wo .arc laying the 
fonudations of a future nation. It should ho 
an axiom to conserve every institution of onr 
, n.ative land which history .and exjicrieuco tells 
j ns is good, and avoid whatever m.ay be nnsiiit- 
i .able to onr .altered cireiimst.anccs. Tlie seventh 
:d.ay of rest is a boon, politically, physically, 

, and roenialljg to tho nation in the mass, and to 
tho indiviilnai, and .as such should ho oimsorvcd 
in its integrity. But I am sorry to say it is hot. 
Wo SCO in the carriers’ on the road a vi-.lation of 
this rn'e, and so prevalent is it th.at it is a ques- 
tion whether a man coni! find cnqiloyniont ,afc 
that occnirition if ho ohjcctcl to work no Snn- 
d.ay, Tn this district f know .a m.an who w.as 
rdu-sed work, n-it :it horse-driving, hocanse ho 
objecto.1 to Sunday work ; and at llannockhiirn 
there .are parties who conthuie shi icing ami 
other work .all throiigh the Sabbath day as other 
days, tho idea heing tint the water wnnhl ho 
unemployed. Disorganised ,as 4‘ictori.a was in 
lS-52, working on the .Sabhatl) was strictly prn- 
hiliitcd on tho golillleld.s, :nid on the imnilhly 
licensn then is"iicl a notice to that effect was 
printed ; and I h'diovo we might traverse tho 
wh'iln of th.) onln-iiea .ami fail to moo work openly 
carried on ai at Bannocklnirn. If the law can- 
not stop this it aiigiire a bad fntino. At present 
work is picntirni, and the man who ootiseico- 
tiously ohjoets to work on Bunday ean find work 
where such is ii..t reiini’ed ; bnt wo cannot ex- 
ticet tho dein-niil for labor will eoutiniio .as at 
present. Ami when labor is plentiful, if there 
is no law to prevent siieh, tho ciqiidity of em- 
ployers will tempt them to keep work goiiig on 
every day. .and though for a tirno n.xl ra pay imay 
bo given for sneh extra rvairk, when abundance 
nf labor causes compctiti.m the cin]doyer c.an 
dictate his own terms, and linman nature- 
cveryivlicro the sainc — will prnin]it him to get .as 
ninnh l-dviiir as possible for as litt’e pay as pos- 
sible. It is a working man’s queitiou. f.ir if 
Ihcy 110 -.V W'pe imt the d.av of rest foi- the s'lko 
of extra ]ia-', they will eventually find that tho 
'lay is 1'i.st an ! the e.xli'a pay will ho v.-itiiili-a\vn 
wlii’n I.alvinr Ir-eonit-s more plentirn'. Mb; boasit 
vory imieli of the porsperitv of New Zailand 
;m.l the nxc"llciico of h.ro institnlioMS, hut I 
imagine if Mr A. ham w.as to tell them in Scot- 
land that if they v/ero senipnlons rp-spcctiii" 
working on the S.ahl)a'1i day it might liimhir 
their progress in Otago, many would prefer to 
st.av .at homo. I havo merely viewed tho matter 
from a political point, but there .arc many who

October 30, 1875. 

A considerable quantity of rain upon the 
low ground and snow upon tho high has fallen 
this week, and tliero is abundance of water 
for sluicing .and crushing purposes. One 
half of our crushing power is now engeged in 
the work of reduction, viz., the Cromwell and 
Lucknow batteries. Tlio latter since being 
repaired works well and is capable of reduc- 
ing about sixty tons per week. Tho sUuio 
looks ]jayable, but beyond tins 1 should not 
like to vouch. A cleaiiuip will ]irobably 
take place in a day or two, when tho result 
will be dolinitcly known. Stone is being 
carted from tho Flit or Miss to the Aunu'a 
battery. About thirty tons is now at the 
mill and crusltliig is to be couiinonccd about 
Monday or Tuesday. So much lias been 
written about this mine that furtlier com- 
ment is needless until the machino bus had 
a week’s run. There i.s little chnibt but tho 
Hit or Miss cake will considerably swell the 
month’s escort from Cromwell. Only ono. 
battery will remain idle, the Alta, but this 
state of things is not to remain^ much longer. 
The race, etc, is now undergoing repair's to 
enable tlio battery to crush for tho Coro- 
mandel, (Diiiiiul.d), Cn the w'loln the dis- 
trict contnasls fc.v<";vab!y wib' the corres- 
piindiiig portion of 1874. 

A considerable amount of interest has 
been centred in Bcsaiiko’s find, which was 
disclosed by three Chinamen, who wore 
sluicing below tho Lucknow Co.’s ground. 
They evinced no small surprise to see another 
claim marked olF oinbraciiig part of their 
own. The course of the lode is cast and 
west, underlying to tho south, and niniiiiig 
parallel with the Lucknow lode. Hie lode 
is .about a foot wide, has well developed foot- 
wall, and shows a fair sprinkling of gold 
tliroughout. 

It was rumored the Reliance were about to 
stop work, but as far as I can learn this is 
■without foundation. It would bo very in-, 



judicious just at tho present time to suspend 
work after the company’s very large outlay. 
In tho Groat Britain, gold has been mot with 
farther along tho reof to the westward, and 
is considered payable. It was also reported 
the Band of Hope were to suspend opera- 
tions, but I cannot authenticate tho report. 
The Cromwell company are steadily crushing 
and the manager has his work to keep tho 
mill supplied with stone. Tire Deep Level 
contraotoi-s are still making good progress. 
There seems to bo a strange fatality attached 
alw.ays to a third party. 'Lho first and second 
party lost money by their contract, but the 
third so far are doing well out of it ; one of 
tho party, after pocketing the profits of the 
nioiith, sold Iris share in the contract for 
twenty odd pounds. Tli e spirited proprietors 
of the Eureka are pushing their work ahead, 
no doubt to tako advantage of the coming 
suminer. Excellent progress is being made 
with the tramway from the mine to the Alta 
mill, under the supervision of Mr G. B. 
Douglas. The claim adjoining the Eureka’s 
western boundary has also started to work by 
putting in a tunnel to intersect tbe reef. It 
is thought tbe tunnel will havo to bo driven 
from one hundred and fifty to two hundred 
feet before the reef is met with. In the Greiit 
Extended, sinking on the lead is being pro- 
secuted. 

The population is increasing in Upper 
Bendigo ; this will be good news for the 
people of Tinkers and Drybread who are en- 
deavoring to get a road through Thomson’s 
Gorge to secure soiuo of the traffic that would 
otherwise go through Clyde and Cromwell.^ 

Steps are being taken to get tins district 
provided with a schoolroom and an athenaeum. 
The former would no doubt have been erected 
long ago but for the overwhelming majority 
of bachelors here resident. A certain amount 
of rivalry seems to exist between those for 
the school and those for the atlienseum. 
Botii are sadly needed, and it is to be hoped 
ono party will not checkmate the other. 



AREOWTOWN. 

(from our own CORRESPONDENT.) 

November 1, 1875. 

Moses Wallace, a Maori, from the Wai- 
kato, in the North Island, who has been 
mining in this district since the first rush, 
died at the Fraiikton .Hospital last week of 
consumption ; and as soon as the intolligcneo 
reached the Arrow, a deputation from the 
Golden Arrow Lodge, I.O.G.T., went over 
and brought the remains here for interment. 
The funeral took place on Friday last at 4 

р. m. The Rev. Joshua Jones read the funeral 
service, as tho deceased was believed to have 
belonged to the Church of England. About 
forty members of the Lodge from various 
parts of. the district attended, as well as 
a number of townspeople and other residents, 
while the stores and hotels closed their doors 
during the afternoon. The Templars walked 
in regalia, with mourning emblems, and after 
the funeral service the ceremonies of tho 
order were performed at the grave. To those 
who wish to see the brotherhood of the 
human race practically acknowledged, the 
spectacle was gi'atifyiiig. Here was a band 
of settlers linked hand in liand in a circle 
round the grave of a tatooed native — one of 
the children of the former warlike and 

с. annibal Waik.atos— breathing prayers on 
behalf of the departed, and cheerfully incur- 
ring expense and loss of time’ to show respect 
to his memory. The natural iiitolligoiiee, 
kindliness, honesty, and iiidusiry of which 
tho Maori is capable wore exemplified in the 
case of Moses Wallace, whose history was a 
remarkable one, and well worth relating. 
Ho was well known to Sir George Grey, in 
whoso service he had been, and a brother of 
his is still supposed to bo in his employ. 
MaiJy years ago Moses was taken to England 
with several other New Zea/and natives, and 
introduced with thorn to Queen Victoria, 
whoso robe they kissed. Moses took away 
with him from England a large sum of 
money, as tho natives vere lectured upon 
and exhibited with proMable results. He 
returned to tho Colonies and was one of the 
original party from whom Maori Point, on 
the Shotover, derived its n.aiiie, ho being a 
sliarchoklor in the rich claim which made the 
jilaco famous. While ivorking this claim, it 
is related that a party of rowdies jumped the 
claim and ordered tlw J'laoris out ; wiio tlicn 
left and went to tteir huts, but shortly rc- 
aiipearcd in a maiunr which struck terror to 
tho Ivcavts of the ilunpers. Stripped nearly 
maked, with glittemig w.ar paint, and hatchets 
ill hand, tho Maivis were seen stealthily ap- 
pro.-, cliiiig, and llie jumpers made a hasty 
rotroat out of fiie range of their avenging 
tmn.aiiawks. After this, they wore allowed 
to work their Haim out quietly. Moses has 
boon for someyears past working at Bracken’s 
Gully, wheroho was much beloved by young 
and old, fo; iiis sociable and kindly habits, 
and at his £incr.al many an eye w.as diiumed 
with tetirs./ His cii’cuniatances of late years 
have not biieii very good, as he had not the 
art of iiiiney-keopiiig, and w.as of a very 
gciicroiisdisposition. xl e mui been ailing for 
some tiue, and wlien taken to the iiosp'ita! 
recently, was far adv.anccd in disciise. His 
.ago w» 4!) years. The Templars intend to 
erect ( monument over his gi'avo, and no 
doubttheii- conduct will be ploasing to their 
hrettVoii, especially tlioso in the North 
Islai^.

The Mclbourita Herald says tiore is In 
Melbourne a goiitlomaii who has boon sent 
out by tho London Stock Exchange to ex- 
.aniine and report on certain mints which .are 
under oifor to English capitalists. This 
gentleman, Captain Eddy, lias rithor a his- 
torical character, for it w.as thrsugh liis in- 
strumentality that tho furore w.as excited 
ag.aiiist mining specnliitioiis in Ingland. He 
it was wlio discovered the great fraud of tho 
Emma Silver Mine, capital, om million. He 
was deputed to inspect and rqiort upon tho 
same, but, whoniic .arrived atCalifomia, the 
mining manager and local dirtetors refused to 
allow him to go down. Caplain Eddy how- 
ever, in the middle of the iiglit, with grc.at 
peril, made his way down, and discovered 
that it wasenmpietelyworkul out. Homado 
his way to tho surface, and reported wh.at he 
ii,au soon, the uoiisequcroo being th.at a 
regiilar tlglit took place, it was found that 
the divideiidshad been pail out of tlie c.apital ; 
the siiarcs, which were ;t £30, foil to £1. 
Baron Grant, who h.ad nade a qinarter of a 
million out of the mine, cleared out in time ; 
but Mr Sampson, of tie Times, and others 
got into disgrace, and were dismissed from 
tlie Thunderer, and a great blow was given 
to all mining entcrpri.'C. Captain Eddy was 
then deputed to iiispict several continental 
mines and specnlatioi.s, and his opinion h.as 
great weight with Eiglish capitalists, .and he 
has now been sent oit by a syndicate of stock- 
.brokers and capitilists to insjiect certain 
ventures offered in the London market by our 
enterprising oolonst.

THE FREEMASONS- 



The Rev. P. P. Agnew delivered a lecture 
in Auckland on tho subject of Freemasonry. 
Several memboys of the craft were present on 
the platform. Mr G.P. Pierce, P.G.M., of 
New Zealand, I.C., occupied the chair, and 
introduced tho rev. lecturer to the audience. 

Tho Rev. Mr Agnew, in opening his re- 
marks, alluded to his being, perhaps, the 
first who had received authority to lecture on 
the subject. There were some who went so 
far as to say that tho origin of the craft dated 
back so far as tlie Creation, and other traced 
it to the erection of tho Tower of Babel. But 
it was to observed that the Tower of Babel 
was of brick. Now, In all Masonic legends, 
in all Masonic emblems, no mention was any- 
where made of brick, neither was there any 
reference to it ; therefore it was to be con- 
cluded that Masonry was in no way connected 
with the Tower of Babel, for brick formed no 
partof true Masonry. In referring to ancient 
architecture, it appeared that at the present 
time we, with all our knowledge and en- 
lightenment, were ignorant of the means by 
which the massive masonry of the old cities 
was put into position ; and besides, we had 
no tools at the present time at all suitable for 
preparing tho huge blocks of stono that might 
I be seen, for instanoe, as forming part of tlio 
1 ruined Egyptian cities. The true origin of 
masonry lay in the Temple of Solomon. Th is 
j was their sure foundation, on the great glory 
of which Freemasonry rested as the model of 
Masonic teaching. After describing tho great 
costliness of the Temple, on wliich no less 
than £943,000,000 sterling had been ex- 
pended, the rev. lecturer traced the cxistcnco 
of the craft through the intermediate .ages to 
Nunia Pompilius, the king or prince of Romo, 
who being desirous of introducing stone into 
the architecture of ancient Romo, called into 
his service - certain of the craft. Coming 
down to later times, and the introducing of 
Masonry into Britain, it would be found to 
havo become est.ablished about tbe time of 
King Alfred, and in tho year 928 it was said 
tliat Prince Edwin, a brother of the King, 
called the first meeting of Masons in England 
at the city of York, and there drew up tlio 
first English Constitution, In what might 
be termed tho present day, 1313, tho giand 
lodges of York and London were united. 
Regarding those who wero members of tlio 
cr.ift, he miglit say the Pope had been a 
Mason. Tho Prince of Wales was .a M,ason, 
and their Grand Master, so that at sonic 
fiitnro day they might look forward to seeing 
seated on tho throne of Britain one who hud 
worn tho apron and used the trowel. Tlio 
Rev. Mr Agnew said ho would introduce to 
his hearers somo of tho pleasing mysteries of 
tho cr.aft itself (Applause.) They took iis 
their guide the Word of God. Every candi- 
dato for admission to the brotherhood must 
bo made to feel that ho was ignor.ant, and 
in the greatest need of Divino assistance 
Ho was iiistniotod that in that Book lay tho 
surest guide for him, and that, by a careful 
and diligent study of it, ho was to m.ark out 
liis course in life, and be most careful never 
on any occr-sion to utter irreverently and 
without respect tho namo of the Suprenio 
Deity. No lodge could ho worked unless tho 
Word of God lay open before the Master. 
It was a strange fact that Masonry existed 
among the Chinese in a form which led to 
the belief that its origin was still more re- 
mote than tho generally received authority. 
There was in his (the lecturer’s) possession a 
Chinese chart, which contained emblems of 
far greater antiquity than any in use among 
the Masons of tlio present d.ay. In this 
chart wero to be found the ark of Noah, the 
dove, tho olive branch, the pillar of cloud, 
<&c., and may signs wliich wero as yet inex- 
plicable, and this antiquity was further borne 
out by tho very excellent M.asons who were 
to be found amongst the Chinese. Tiiere 
was in Victoria, on its very borders, a colony 
of Chinese who received and treated him (Mr 
Agnew) with tne greatest kindness and con- 
sideration, solely from the fact of his being a 
brother. In conclusion the rov. gentleman 
most quaintly recited to his hearers Mrs 
Caudle’s Curtain Lecture anont tho craft, 
and drew m.any signs of appreciation, resum- 
ing his scat amidst applause. 



American Hotel of the Period. 

“It is not often,” says a Pennsylvania 
correspondent, “that I puff a hotel; but 
when I pay my bill at the rate of four dollars 
a day for sleeping in the ‘ milky way’ and 
feeding on a bill of fare, it’s a privilege and 
a pte-isiiro to mention such an institution. 
The Ataianta is tho largest hotel, I presume, 
in tho world. Tho halls are so long and 
winding that many waiters get lost wliilo 
going after a pilch or of water, and are never 
heard of until their remains are found years 
■after. I went in there one morning and or- 
dered breakfast. A small coloured boy took 
my order, and it was so far out to tlie kit- 
chen tluat he was grown and gr.ay-headcd 
wlien ho got back. The hotel is a very large 
hotel, and everything abnut it is hn'ge, from 
the feet of tlio clerks and the months of tlio 
waiters to the bills. It is provided with all 
modem conveniences, hot and cold water, 
bay windows, idiots, dirty slicets, everything 
to make tho traveller happy, including an 
undertaker’s estabiishment for tbe accommo- 
d.ation of such hoarders as starve to dc.atii 
wliilo waiting for tlie waiters. It is a very 
largo hotel, and everybody stops there just 
once.

MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 

■ ♦ 

The arljourned meeting of above waa held 
on Friday evening, there being present the 
Mayor, Crs, Arndt, Aitkbn, Brown, Taylor 
and Talboys. ' 

The Mayor explained that. as the meeting 
had been adjourned for the apecial business 
of dealing with the Block IX. question, it 
would not be necessary to go through the 
usual routine of confirming minutes, &c. In 
introddcing Or Talboys’ notice of motion, ha 
hoped members would dUouss the matter 
temperately,' and not at too great a length, 
Ho might say that Or Grant had been tele- 
graphed for but had not put in an appear- 
ance, Fis Worship concluded by expressing 
a hope that the vexed question of Block DC. 
would now be definitely settled one way or 
the other. 

Or Talboys, in moving, in accordance 
with notice — “ Tliat a letter be written 
to the Undor-Secretary to the effect that 
this Council declines to take any steps 
for cha removal ’ of those parties resid- 
ing on Block IX. or Melmore Terrace” — re- 
marked that the subject had often before 
been dealt with, but the result was nothing. 
Former Councils had given their sanction to 
persona building on the land, and he thought 
it was quite right. It was to the interest of 
the town that it should be built upon, ; The 
whole of the land waa formerly a disgrace, 
now there was only a portion so. Everyone 
agreed it was better to be built on and so keep 
the town compact. We did not want orna- 
mentation, but a business towS. The move- 
ment to have people removed was largely 
brought about by those who had land to sell, 
but if residents were compelled to shift, those 
land monopolists would be no better off, as 
the people would leave the town. He 
thou^t it a great mistake to have one half 
the town on the terrace and the other on 
Melmore-street. However, he .was not favor- 
able to the.present way of going on — let those i 
occupying Block IX. pay a rent to the cor- 1 
poration for occupation, and then he thought' 
the Government would not interefere so 
much. If trespassers on Block IX. en- 
croached on the street so also did holders on 
Block XXVIL, and were as liable to re- 
moval. 

Or Arndt, In seconding the motion did not 
see mnch use for going into along argument, 
For bis part, he could not see that there was 
any reason for removing the trespassers. It 
•was not likely to act beneficially to the town, . 
and he did not think it advisable for the. 
Council to do anything which did not tend 
■that way. 

. (Jr Taylor's view of the matter was that 
4hc Council should charge the present occu- 
pants a rental, say £a per annum. This 
would augment the Corporation funds and 
help to fiUthe gap in the Corporation finances 
caused by the law expenses they had been 
put to by certain parties. He did not think ! 
it fair that one man should have to pay for | 
bis land while others held sites for nothing. ' 
If the trespassers were willing to p.ay rental, ' 
it would show they were anxious to possess ' 
the land ; if they would not pay let the Cor- , 
poration have them turned off. 

Cr Aitken said the ratebook showed that 
armie of the trespassers did not even pay 
their rates, and showed no disposition to do 
80 . How then could it be expected they 
would pay rent 1 It was impossible to pro- 
perly form streets and improve the town if 
this trespass were allitweiL Past Council- 
lors had shirked what they found to be a dis- 
agreeable duty, and tinkering would only 
make it worse. It might be hard on some, 
but the longer they delayed in taking ener- 
getic steps the worse it would be. The whole 
proceedings from the beginning had been 
illegal. He considered that if such a letter 
as Cr Talboys proposed were sent to the Go- 
vernment it would be a reproach to them as 
a representative body i and they had no right 
to expect the Government to do their (the 
Connoil's) dirty or disagreeable work. If 
the Council confessed themselves unable to 
carry out their functions, let them resign ; 
he for one would not consent to remain one 
•of a body who were afraid to do their duty. 
By continuing the present system of things 
they were actually doing the town an injury. 

Cr Brown had listened attentively to tho 
arguments adduced, and was of opinion that, 
of tho two, Cr Talboys' definite motion was 
far before the temporising idea of Cr Taylor. 
He must confess he thought it placed disin- 
terested and impartial Councillors in a dis- 
agreeable position to deal with this Block 
IX. question when they considered that a 
number of members were interested person- 
ally — in fact were tliemselves trespassers. 
Under such circumstances, he did not see 
how the Council could legislate on the sub- 
ject from the higher platform of public 
utility. Such a course as asking rent from 
trespassers— even it it could be enforced, 
which it could not be — was simply holding 
out an inducement to transgress the law. 
No doubt it would be a hardship to those oc- 
cupying the street to have to move off, but 
what was their present position ? They had 
no tenure of the land, and consequently could 
not improve theirholdingscxooptatgreatrisk, 
and the result was that that portion of the 
atreot would always ho an eyesore ancl unim- 
proved. A great portion of the land waa not 
in occupation for households, but held stables 
and outhouses, which it would bo no great 
hardship on the owners to remove. Surely 
then it would be wiser and more just to let 
the illegal holders understand their true posi- 
tion than to aggravate the evil by letting it 
run on. It was evident th.at it was only a 
question of time when the holders would be 
rexjuired to shift, and better that the Council, 
who were in a position to show a fair degree 
of leniency, should order tho removal than 
that it should bo done by those who would 
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act in an arbitrary and inconsiderate manner, 
if tho Council shirked the duty. Let ample 
time be given for those encroaching on the 
street to go back to the proper line, but by 
all moans let the Council bo firm, and their 
orders would be respected. 

The Mayor expected a few remarks would 
be looked for from him on this matter. The 
sentiments of the mover and seconder of the 
resolution had been used often at that Board, 
and were mere emptiness. Members should 
act independently, and if they were not pre- 
pared to put down illegal acts, but winked at 
them, then they were not fit for their posi- 
tion, and should resign. For himself, he 
would say he would rather resign than see the 
motion put into effect — it displayed a want 
of ability to manage their own affairs which 
could only be considered contemptible. Al- 
though to a considerable extent he sympa- 
thised with those people who had squatted on 
what was called Block IX., yet he was 
anxious to see the matter settled, and if that 
settleqient conld be accomplished so that the 
trespassers could get legal possession, none 
would be better pleased than he. But strange 
to say, the holders themselves made no effort 
to legalise their position, but simply sat in 
open defiance of the authorities. If they 
winked at this matter, how were they likely 
to give effect to other Municipal laws ? They 
would just be looked upon as sitting there to 
condone offences against the law, and taken 
advantage of accordingly. 

Cr Taylor had an objection to being coerced 
into any course of action by non-ratepaying 
residents ; but personally was willing to re- 
raovD off the street line. 

Cr Talboys disclaimed having any personal 
interest in the land known as Block IX., and 
urged that occupants of Block XXVII were 
as great sinners as those on Block IX. ; as 
they also encroached on the street. 

Cr Arndt acted as his conscience dictated 
what was right. If he saw that anything ad- 
vantageous would arise from removing tros- 
pissers he would support such a course. Ho 
thought a contrary result would ensue. 
Better let the Government do the work. 
The street at present was wide enough for all 
parposes and was not found inconvenient. 

The Mayor said he had it on the best 
aithority that, if the Council refused to do 
its duty. Government would do it for them, 
aid at their expense, 

Cr Aitken again spoke in a strain similar to 
hN first address, remarking that rather than 
hjve a letter addressed to the Government in 
tie terms proposed by Cr Talboys, he would 
pst on his hat and vacate his position as a 
(bunoillor; 

iSome further discussion ensued; after 
■gbich 

j Cr Brown said he had expected, after such 
firciblo expressions of opinion, that an 
imendment would be brought forward. Ac- 
fording to appearances, they might ait there 
tU night without coming to a decision. Tiie 
jiihject had now been thoroughly ventilated, 
»nd he must confess he had not been moved 
Irora his first opinion. If the argument that 
others were encroaching on the street and 
sot interfered with waa correct, then all 
should be treated alike and no exception 
nade. Two wrongs did not make a right, 
aid he could not see the force of setting the 
illeg.al position of cne section of the town 
agiinst another as a justification for wrong- 
dcang. To bring the question to an issue, 
he would propose as an amendment— “ That 
no encroachment be allowed on the streets of 
Ciymwel], and that steps be taken for the re- 
moval of all trespassers at the present time.” 
Seconded by Cr Aitken. 

’(Jn the motion and amendment being put 
by he Mayor, there voted for tho former, Crs 
TaUnys and Arndt, and for the amendment, 
Crs Aitken, Brown, and Taylor. 

Tie Mayor declared the amendment car- 
ried,, and in doing so expressed his satisfac- 
tion jhat the Council had adopted what ap- 
pearal tho wisest and most satisfactory course, 
and *ne which he hoped would tend to 
quickly settle tlio long-standing Block IX. 
difficilty.

Resdved — That offers be invited from 
compelpnt persons willing to undertake the 
duties »f supervisor of laying water mains. 

ResoVed — That the Clerk be appointed 
inspcctq: of the contract for kerbing footpath 
and channelling at present being carried out 
by Mr Brummy. Tho usual rate of commis- 
sion to bfe allowed. 

\ NoircK or MOTION 
By Cr ikTKEN— That the levels of Ennis, 
Murray, trris, and Sligo streets bo altered, 
and that tlcy be re-levelled to a gradient of 
not less thin one foot in ten. 

This concluded the business, and tho meet- 
ing closed k midnight.

COEIlWpONDENOE. 

Inward and outlard correspondence was 
read and approved! The latter waa unim- 
portant. Tho formw consisted of application 
from Mr G. W. Good^r to erect a verandah in 
front of his saddler’s bop, Melmore Terrace ; 
from Mr G. B. Aitkcii applying to purchase 
lease of Municipal resivo ; from Mr T. Fer- 
gus regarding levels d cross streets ; from 



Barr and Oliver, respecting waterworks ; and 
telegram from Mr Stout intimating that the 
appeal case, “ Marsh v. Corporation of Crom- 
well,” had been dismissed, with costs. 

A discussion took place on Mr Goodgor's 
application to erect verandah, but ultimately 
leave was granted. — With regard to Mr Ait- 
ken’s application, the Council determined to 
adhere to their former resolution, that all 
Municipal reserves bo leased only by auction. 
-^Ordered that Mr Fergus’ letter be acknow- 
ledged, with thanks. 

Resolved — That tho Public Works Com- 
mittee consider Messrs Barr and Oliver’s 
letter and also suggestions made by the local 
Fire Brigade, arid report thereon to next 
meeting of Council. 

ACCOUNTS. 

Accounts to the amount of £12 18s 8d 
were presented and passed for payment. 

TENDERS FOB FIVE LAYING. 

Tenders were opened for laying the water 
mains. All were considered too high, and 
not within the means at tho Council’s dis- 
posal. A lengthy discussion took place 
whether it would not bo wise and more eco- 
nomical to do the work by day labor, securing 
a thoroughly competent man to oversee the 
job. 

Cr Brown proposed— That fresh tenders be 
called for, to close this day week. He pro- 
posed this because — although not approving 
of adopting this course as a rule after ten- 
derers had named a price — ho thought it 
would be fairer to intending contractors to 
give them another chance before the Council 
decided on doing the work by day labor, and 
besides he thought it would be more satisfac- 
tory to the ratepayers. At all events it 
would protect tho Council from blamo in the 
future in case the day labor system might 
not prove so satisfactory as some Councillors 
anticipated. — Cr Arndt seconded. 

Cr Taylor thought it scarcely worth while 
to lose any time, as he was confident day 
labor, with an efficient inspector, would be 
cheaper and more satishictory. H o seconded 
an amendment moved by Cr Aitken— That 
the work be done by day labor. The motion 
was carried. 

STREET LEVELS. 

The notice of motion by Cr Aitken regard- 
ing alteration of cross-street levels was 
brought forward, with the addition of Iniiis- 
cort-street, seconded by Cr Taylor, and 
carried. i 

NON-PAYMENT OF RATES. 

The subject of non-payment of rates was 
then discussed, members being unaniiiuiusly 
of opinion that now the Council had passed 
successfully through the ordeal of a Supreme 
Court appeal, ratepayers wlio were in a posi- 
tion to pay their dues and yet refused should 
be firmly dealt with without delay. Many 
had made the Marsh appeal case an excuse 
for evading payment, and it was felt and 
pretty strongly expressed that the Council 
could not be expected to slicw much leniency 
ill such cases. The action of Mr Hazlett in 
refusing to pay his rates was also severely 
commented on, and a resolution unanimously 
passed that that gentleman receive notice 
that he must pay his r.ates within 48 hours, 
otherwise the Town Clerk be instructed to 
put in operation the powers provided in tho 
Empowering Act. The following is a copy 
of letter from Mr H.azletl’s solicitor to the 
Council ; and which gave rise to the above 
resolution — the carrying of which concluded 
the busisess : — 

Clyde, September 29, 1875. 

• The Town Clerk, Cromwell. 

Sir,— Mr James H.izlett’s store in Melmore 
Terrace (aces part of Block IX., town of Crom- 
well. This particular part has a fence of a light 
character round it. Mr H. Behrens, one of the 
squatters on Block IX., has lately thought fit 
to bre.ak down a part of this fence, and occupy 
the ground for the purposes of his trade. 

Mr Hazlett having been applied to for his 
riites, declincxl to pay tho same, not from any 
litigious motive hut conceiving that (assuming 
the Council saw lit at present not take any active 
step against thoie who have squatted on Block 
IX.,) it is the bcundun duty of tho Council to 
see that no further encro,achmonts are nunle. 
Ho therefore calls upon the Council to conserve 
to him his rights, jo far as to give to him his 
full breadth of roai, and cause Mr Behrens to 
relinquish his (unher encroaohmeut, and ho 
will bo happy to paj any outstanding rates.
